NEW YOUK, February SS.^Ihe retire- 


ment of fiallingtbn Booth and hia .wife, 
Maude B, Booth, from the command of 
the Salvation Army in the United 
States, ia announced in the following 
address by .Commander and Mra. Booth: 


It ie with inteipreeHLble grietjud 


heartfelt pain that we have to announce 
to our staff officers, field officers, troops 
and friends throughout America, the 
following important decision arrived at 
after a< thorough and Careful delibera- 
tion. We hope that they will ever bear; 
in remembrance that wo fenl that there 
is no alternative left to our discretion. 


First—We do not seek, nor shall we 


seek to take tiny advantage of strong 
feeling respecting our "farewell" exist- 
ing in all parts of the country, by at- 
tempting to sever the United States 
branch of the army from the parent or- 
ganization as a separate or independent 
movement. Though through the help of 
our unfailing God, aided by the efficient 
(and to us) happy co-operation of our 
officers, our toil has been rewarded in 
upholding the .movement in this great 
country; yet we do not wish any action 
of ours to huve the appearance of per- 
sonal ambition, nor do we wish our pre- 
cious troops to stand for a moment in 
the relationship of opponents to those of 
other nations, made brothers and Bisters 
by one common bond of Christianity. 


Second—Despite our intense and un- 


dving love for America and our com- 
rades here, we should have had no other 
thought or purpose than tbat of proceed- 
ing to England for another command. 
But owing to conscientious feelings and 
private reasons, well known to the gen- 
eral, we are unable to enter upon new 
duties and controversies in connection 
with a foreign command. Owing to our 
inability to longer work freely as leadero 
of the army under existing circuin- 
glances, we have made known to the 
London headquarters that we will not 
accept an appointment. This does not 
mean tbat we will no longer be Salva- 
tionists nor tbat we shall be any other 
than the warmest friends of our com- 
rades throughout the world. 


Third—We, therefore, proposed as 


wisely and no expeditiously as possible 
to relinquish and hand over every com- 
mand, fully and absolutely, to the in- 
coming commissioners when they arrive. 
London headquarters cent •over three 
separate representatives unannounced, 
offering us proposals we could not ac- 
cept. Yesterday at midnight with moat 
positive and uncalled for precipitation, 
with the authority of international head- 
quarter s, Commander Herbert Booth 
demanded that we hand over our keys 
and otfices by 10 o'clock this morning. 
Wo had, therefore, no alternative but to 
accept our peremptory dismissal. 


Fourth—.None cati fully comprehend 


what this step has coat us. The blade 
of disappointment has none up. The 
fltruggle and Buffering have been long. 
We have sought not to be hasty in this 
matter, hut the international headquar- 
ters have pressed us heavily to a defi- 
nite decision. In relinquisliinjour com- 
mand, we are giving up all, nor have we 
any plane or prospects for this eaier- 


eCFi?th—Finally, we know full well that 
by some persona untrue and unjust mo- 
tives will ho attached to our action, but 
we feel consoled in tho fact that those 
who have witnessed our Hvea, together 
with our toil and effort during the past 
nine years will, at least, give us credit 
for acliu« conscientiously and disinter- 
estedly, and for doing right before tho 
Lord ol our hearts. 


We have repeatedly called upon all of 


our troops to stand by the army, its gen- 
eral and its prinriplfifl. We fin no figain. 
May CJod'e blesainK rest upon our coun- 
try, tho army and all.

POINT. 


A writer upon scientific subjects ad- 


vances the opinion that the influence of 
the weather lias more or less to do with 
crime, and a recent suguestion ia that a 
set of meterological instruments might 
prove useful at police stations to enable 
police inspectors to regulate their vigi- 
lance. C. E. Liner, of the Illinois state 
weather service, finds evidence in po- 
lice records that crime increases with 
increase in temperature, with decrease 
in rainfall, and to a greater degree with 
bothcaueee. There is also a slight ap- 
parent increase in crime with increase 
in the severity of the cold in winter, 
with excess of rainfall in summer, and 
especially during seasons tbat are both 
rainy and cold. A northeast wind is 
less conducive to crime tban a couth- 
west wind. 


The suggestion in regard to regulating 


the vigilance of tbe police with meteor- 
ological instruments may be of import* 
ance in those localities where cold win- 
ters and rainy summers prevail, but lit- 
tle importance can be attached to it in a 
climate like that of Fresno, where there 
is but little cold in winter and no rain in 
summer.

CLEANING FEATHEKS. 


DHCUPTIOR OF HOW THS WOBK 


IS DONE. 


A Beporter's Visit to the KittUM* 


ment on J Street tni 


Watt He Saw. 


The process of cleaning feathers may 


not be as testuetie aa sculpture, music 
or painting, bat there are, nevertheless, 
certain thing* to be learned by a 
visit to a factory where feathers are 
taken in all stages of dirt and lumps, and 
rejuvenated till tney are as elastic as 
rubber. Tbe Pacific Feather Cleaning 
company, under the management of 
Durkee & Bell, haa established ite head- 
quarters in the Tombs hotel building, 
and yeaterday being a holiday with tit- 
le going on, a REPUBLICAN reporter 
dropped in to see how the work is done. 


There is nothing complicated about it. 


The machinery ia not expensive, but is 
ufficient to do the work well. Feathers 
are placed in a large galvanized iron | 


rum, and steam is turned in till every 
eatber is acalded and washed. Then 
gas is thrown in till anygerma of dio- 
aoe which may be larking in the 
eathers are killed. It is death on 
motba, and by tbe time they pass 
hrough the steam bath and the gaa 
reatment they are done eating feathers. 
The drum is turned rapidly by means 
jl a crank, and the centrifugal force, 
combined with the inrush of cold air 
hrough a screen, dries the feathers. 
)irt and lumps, as well as fragments of 
quille, are cast off throngh a pipe, and 
when the process has been completed 
be feathers are as good as new. They 
ncreaee in balk till half a drum full of 
oncleaned feathers makes a drum full of 
lean ones. 
The extant to which feathers are in- 
ured by moths ia not generally known. 
'hey sometimes literally ruin all the 
ick contains. In that caee there is no 
irocess can restore them. They are use- 
esfl. Bat if taken before the motha 
have made too much headway the pestfl 
can be killed, the partly eaten feathers 
eparated and the good ones saved. 
Feathers ahould be cleaned at regular 


ntervals. They accumulate dirt and 
dust and become unhealthy. Besides, 
hey'are like anything else, laat much 
onger if taken care of. Messrs. Durkee 
and Ball are kept busy, which abowa 
hat there is a demand in this city for a 
first-claea and reliable feather cleaning 
atabliehmeut like theira.

Tho aroma of tobacco ii also considera- 
bly improved by tho application of 
ozone Tho latest application of it is for 
rapid seasoning of wood for Bounding 
boards of musical instruments, which 
for tho purpose is loft in n hermetically 
closed, heated; room from 12 to 24 
hours, ozoniflcd air being freely intro- 
duced into tho room. It seems Unit thia 
process will harden the wood, increase 
its resistance against the influence of 
temperature and moisture nudgivolt 
considerably luoro ncountio or rcsouud- 


" Another recent application of ozoniftod 
niristhntof the thickening of linseed 
oil for tha manufacture of linoleum, 
which by the old process took several 
mouths. 
By tho liberal uso of ozouo 


linseed oil it now thickened to tho re- 
quired consistency within a low days. 
Most remarkable, however, is i!i« ad- 
vantage of employing oy.ouc for bloacn- 
ing linen, since the time employed is 
less than one-third of tho bleaching proc- 
ess by sunlight, not considering that 
this latter is dependent both upon the 
season nud tho weal her. Tho ozono proc- 
ess of bleaching renders tho work abso- 
lutely independent of ontsiilo influences. 
Ozone has also been found very valun- 
blo in chemical nnd technical processes, 
particularly in tho prodnotiou of puro 
derivatives of starch, for instance, solu- 
ble starch, destrin, crystal gnm, etc. 
Hero Iho ozouo is instrumental in tim- 
ing away all tho matter which causes 
the dark color, bad odor and taste,
